As promised by Mr. Burchinal in his telegram to Eng. Arutyunov earlier 

this week, it is my pleasure to send you herewith our proposal for a 

meeting in Washington of Research Group I on the Development of a 

Common Machine-Readable Format.

We suggest deferring the meeting from April to May in order to permit 
sufficient time for both sides to review materials exchanged, especially 
sample machine-readable records. The final two weeks of May are suggested 
because of certain schedule conflicts in the U.S. earlier in the month. 

We are, of course, ready to adjust the dates to meet the needs and 
convenience of the Soviet side to the maximum extent possible. We have 
cleared these dates, however, with most of the U.S. organizations that 
may be involved in our discussions and the indicated time periods are 
being held free until we hear from you. 


We strongly urge that sufficient time be allowed for the Soviet members 
of the group to visit organizations in the U.S. A. which are doing important 
work in areas directly related to the group's activity, both in the 
Washington, D.C., area and elsewhere. Since some of these organizations 
are located at some distance from Washington, we feel that time must be 
allowed for travel from one place to another and therefore recommend a 
visit of about 14 days* 


The institutions listed on the suggested schedule have been carefully 
selected to provide our Soviet colleagues with a good insight into the 
kinds of computer-based information activities now going on in this 
country. The list is, of course, not yet complete, but all institutions 
suggested have expressed willingness to receive the committee. If you 
would like to suggest additional institutions or delete any on the list, 
we shall do our best to meet your wishes.
